year, 

‘The big headache fn the mills 
of Lancashire and Yorkshire is 
the shortage of labour. In June, 
1939, there were 340,000 opcra- 
lives in the cotton industry, To- 
day “there ure 274,000. The number 
of workers in the wool textile in- 
dustry bas fallen from 207,000 to 
178,000 In the same periad.. 

Taking the whole textile in- 
dustry, wool, cotton, silk, rayonf 
nylon, hosiery, bleaching, dycing, 
linishing und so on, the labour 
foree. is down by 173,000. And, 
particularly In the cotton mills, 
there is un unduly high pro- 
portion of elderly operatives. 
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It Is jronical that there should 
be a shortage of labour In° the 
Lancashire’ mills, while a few 
miles away on- Merseyside there 
afe 24,000 unemployed. But it 
isn’t us cusy to fit surplus to 
shortage os some might Imagine. 
Housing, lack of experience, and 
disinctination to take up a new 
trade are parts of the problem. 


The rayon industry plays an 
incrensing part in our national 
lextile output. The monthly out- 
put of yarn ts running at about 
3,000,000 Ib, greater than in 1038, 
and that of staple fibre ts 4,000,- 
000 Ib, up, 

If asked about the state of its 
health the chemical Industry, and 
its lusty offspring. the plastics 
industry, would report “Fine, 
thank you."

Issues Pending 


MEN there js that huge and 
complex industry that Is 
classified in statistical tables and 
production returns as enginecr-

power station plants, giant 
presses, and the engines for the 
world's biggest ships. Production, 
by and large, ts going ahead 
shioothiy—and—-eMelently. u 

At the same time It would be 
Idle to pretend that the whole 
Industry is not over-shadowed by 
the uc of higher wayes—de- 
manded by the unlons and re- 
fused by the employers—now 
before a special court of inquiry. 
Until it Is settled one way or the 
other—if It is decided against the 
unions the Communists will go all 
out to foment a national strike— 
the report from enginecring must 
be “outlook uncertain.” 

. That Is the picture of the major 
industries of Britain at work, of 
a huge industrial machine built 
up by the enterprise, initiative, 
hard work and “brass of our 
forefathers. On the whole it is 
working well, but it could work 
better, 

The tempo of production has 
not the same smooth rhythm of 
a perfectly-geared machine run- 
ning oll out that_it had in another 
battle—the one we fought from 
1939 to 1945. Why not? Because 
there has been a change in ‘the 
mood of the people.

Cominform orders to “General” 
TMarkos Vafiades were t¢ ld the 
Grammos mountain strongh of 
the Greek Communist guerillas 
at all cost. . 

Of the 10,000 guerillas thrown 
by Markos into the battle, cx- 
perts reckon half must have been 
eliminated. Without reckoning the 
wounded, the«e found dead on 
the heights, plus captured and 
surrendered, number some 4,000. 

Huge quantities of weapons, 
emmunition and stores were left 
by the querilins in their final 
flight over the Albanian frontier. 


Out Of Greece 


Greek casyaties were high in 
this bitter,’ mountain - fighting— 
nearly 4,Q00.. . 

But -there [s no doubt that the 
loss of this territery in the moun- 
talns of north-western Greece Is 
a serfous ‘blow to Moscow's plans. 

Markos can no longer claim 
that the capital of his 
pseudo-government of Commun- 
Ist puppets and the hendquarters 
of his “democratic Army” are on 
Greek 5011. 

Possible intervention - by 
Greece's Cominform neighbours 
has lost anc.of the main excuses 
by which it might have been 
justified to world public opinion: 

Even with the escape of some 
7,000 gucrillas into Albanian 
sanctunry—ofictally they must 
be disarmed and interned, but 
you can be sure they will be ree 
armed . and pushed back into 
Greece to form enother trouble- 
spot—Murkos has lost one-third 
of his total forces in the Gram- 
mos campaign which started on 
June- 21. 

In the towns the Greek Com- 
munists, who have been waging 
the war with the weapons of 
murder, sabotuge and == rumour, 
huve been thrown into a de- 
morallsed panic. They feel them- 
relves defeated und abandoned, 
und > many wre olrendy deserting 
Communism and trying to re- 
establish their centect with the 
ether political parties in Greece. 

They {cel Markos was deserted 
nt the last desperate moment by 
Greece's Cominform neighbour 
States. The Kremlin docs not 
support fallure. 


Menace Alive 

But even though Grammos !s 
the biggest defeat yet for Greece's 
Communist guerillas, no one 
should fool themselves that the 
menace {s ended. 

Throughout Grecce there are 
still some 11,090 guerillas opera- 
{ung in small or turger bands, al- 
trcking small towns and gen- 
durmerie posta, sabotaging com- 
munications and water  suppliles, 
terrorising whole regions so that 
normal produttive life is brought. 
to a standst!ll—and hindering the 
ieconstruction of the thrice crucl- 
fled country. 

Of this total, some 2,500 ore 
terrorising the fertlle agricul- 


tural districts of the Peloponacse 
In Southern Greece, Premier 
Themistocles Sophoulis has said 
‘thot the Greek Army's next 
clean-up will bs in this area,

Costly Fight 


The Greek Army's success 
against the gucriltas — since the 
beginning of the guerilla war in 
October, 11456, lhuve been won 
at the cost of much blood, de- 
struction and lengthy fighting. 

Much of this sacrifice could 
have been avelded if the Greek 
Army haa been nble to fight the 
-whole—cuiupaign_owith_ the mater- 
jal and weapons it has now re- 
celved from American ‘oid, 

The Greeks plead for bombing 
nireraft to help soften up guerilla 
nivuntain positions before in- 
fantry assault, Until American- 
promised tombers arrive they are 
converting civil aircraft to do the 
job. 

They are sad that the needed 
materials are so long arriving. 
Many Greeks will tell) “This {s 
not just a Greek affair. Here in 
Greece we are olendy fghting 
for Western | detnocgracy against 
Russian Communis: imperialism. 

“We give the only thing we 
have got—our blood. All we ask 
{rom you are enough arms and 
material help for us to finish the 
job ns quickly as possible.
